No one ventured to answer for 
sure, but here are some of the

In the rush to beat the bar that 
began ‘at midnight Wednesday, 
record and transcription firms 
built up a backlog they estimate 
will last from one to five years. 

‘They doubt that home record 
users and radio listeners will no- 
tice any effects before six months 
at the earliest. — “hs 

Difference on Reason. 

As for the length of the. bar, 
Petrillo insists that it is perma- 
nent, because records and tran- 
scriptions throw musicians out of 
jobs—a contention recording firms 
dispute. Some industry leaders 
arid others have expressed the 
view that a major reason behind 
the bar is the provision of the 
Taft-Hartley law prohibiting un- 
jon collection of royalties on each 
record sold, Under the contract 
that expired with the old year, thé 
royalties, up to.5 cents a record 
on $1.50 to $2 recordings, went to 
the union's welfare fund, over 
which the union has exclusive con- 
trol. 

Industry executives predict that 
in time some solution will be 


worked out and AFM musicians 


will again make recordings, - 
The bar applies only to the mak- 


ing of recordings by members of 
»- the AFM who are instrumental- 


ists. It does not apply to vocal- 
ists or to recordings of comedy or 
dramatic sketches. Also, the bar 


does not apply to non-union mu- 


sicians or to musicians in foreign 
countries, except for AFM mem- 
bers in Canada. 
View on Foreign Records, 
Some industry executives ex- 


press doubt that the bar will bring |- 


any immediate flood of foreign 


- recordings. For one thing, a heavy 


backlog of classical recordings 
has been bullt up. As for tunes 
that might be Written after the 
bar they doubt that foreign bands 
would be able to duplicate the 
technique of American popular or- 
chestras sufficiently to create any 
immediate heavy demand for their 
recordings. , 

Whatever the future holds, re- 
cording firms and musicians alike 
were thinking in terms of the pres- 
ent during New Year's eve record- 
ing sessions that left studios lit- 
tered with coffee containers, sand- 
wich .wrappers and cigarette 
stubs.

ALASKAN INLET

Army Harbor Vessel Joins

CHINESE BUY 150 SURPLUS 
TRANSPORT PLANES IN U.S. 


C-46 Commando Craft Purchased ‘As Is’ 
From WAA for ‘Scrap’ Price of $5000 - 
Each — Parts to Be Bought.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 —The 
Chinese Air Force has bought 150 
troop-carrying C-46 Curtiss Com- 
mando planes from the War As- 
sets Administration, with State 
Department sanction. They are to 
be flown across the Pacific in the 
spring to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kali-shek’s armies now fighting 
the Chinese Communists, accord- 
Ing to present plans. 

A total of $750,000 is involved in 
the deal, the planes having been 
sold at the open market “acrap” 
price of $5000 each, “as is and 
where is,” which the WAA set on 
this type of war surplus aircraft 
sometime ee”. 

However, the Chinese Govern- 
ment is negotiating with WAA of- 
ficials for 400 to 600 new and used

In addition, Col, V. 8S. Hsiang, 
who is handling all arrangements 
in this country for the Chinese Air 
Force, has started negotiations 
with American aircratt overhaul 
concerns to rehabilitate the 150 
Commandos and prepare them for 
their long flight to Shanghai.

CONGRESS URGED TO FULFILL 
INTENT OF REORGANIZATION

Stronger Fiscal Control, Improved Staffing 


of Committees, Closer Watch on Depart- 
ments Needed, Group Says.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 — Sen- 
ators and Representatives were 
urged today by the National Com- 
mittee for Strengthening Congress 


{to carry out in full the provisions 


of the LaFollette-Monroney re- 
organization act. 

The committee, headed by Rob- 
ert Heller, Cleveland engineer, 
was formed last year. Many of 
the members are members of the 
National Planning Association. 
The committee called attention 
to three phases of the act “which 
have not been properly imple- 
mented in the \first session and 
which in some cases 
completely ignored.” These were: 

The strengthening and improve- 
ment of fiscal control, the im- 
proved staffing of all standing 
committees, and the legislative 
surveillance of government de- 
partments by standing commit- 
tees. 

“By far the most Important un- 
completed part of the act is the 
improvement of the fiscal control 
of Congress,” the committee said 
in a letter sent to all members of 
Congress. “At least 50 per cent 
of the function of Congress is its 
power of the purse. Yet few of 
the reforms voted in the act were 
given an adequate trial during the 
first’ session. 

“We strongly urge that thorough 
study and aggressive effort be 


made to carry out all the provi- 
sions for the legislative budget, 
that steps be taken immediately 
to establish standardized account- 
ing procedures for departmental 
expenditures and that staffs in 
numbers adequate to do an effec- 
tive job be employed by the stand-

ing committees on a year-round 
basis.” 

The reorganization act, which, in 
general, has not worked out as 
well as its sponsors hoped, pro- 
vided that standing committees 
with proper jurisdiction should 
exercise “continued watchfulness” 
over. the execution of laws by 
maintaining liaison with depart- 
ment heads. This has been. done 
in only a few instances. 

The committee recommended 
that each standing committee of 
Congress be required to budget in 
advance the time of its weekly or 


regular periods for questioning of 
agency or department heads on 
the operation of their depart- 
ments, as was contemplated by 
the framers of the act. 

“Congress should not deny itself 
the tool necessary to do the job,” 
the committee concluded. “The 
whole Congress, with al] of the 
improvements provided by the 
reorganization act, costs the peo- 
ple of this country less than one 
and a half cents a month per 
person, a total cost of 25 million 


dollars a year as compared with 
a proposed budget of 35 billions.’

LONDON, Jan, 2 (UP)—Owners 
of Britain’s railroad system, na- 
tionalized yesterday, will receive 
for their shares 3 per cent Gov- 
ernment -transport stock on a 
pound-for-pound basis, the Treas- 
ury announced last night. 


Trading started this morning on 
the Stock Exchange in the new 
shares. Some traders predict 
heavy selling in the new issue, per- 


par. But as the Treasury state- 
ment was no surprise as to its 
terms, others said that any stock- 
holders dissatisfied with the na- 
tionalization issues probably al- 
ready have sold out and that there 
is likely to be little more than 
normal selling, rae 

The new stock is issued at par 
and is redeemable also at par not 
before’ 1978 and not later than 
1988, . 
Each holder receives the value 
of his holdings in previous issues 
at the take-over price announced 
last Nov. 18. 


Total Figures Not Given. 


The total figure of the stock .to 
be issued was not given by the

A Small Farmer on Meat 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am a small farmer and believe like 
a good many other people that we are 
thinking too much about Europe and not 
enough of home. 

It may interest some people to know 
how the small farmer is trying to man- 
age in order to supply the people with 
meat. Feed at the present time is 
higher than it was ever known, and I 
do not belleve there is a farmer in the 
country who will more than come out 
evén on the hogs he is selling unless 
something is done. 

Feed will have to come down or the 
price of hogs will have to go up. A pig 
at weaning time would have to sell for 
at least $10 for the farmer to be inter- 
ested enough to raise them, It takes 
froth six to seven months to raise and 
fatten a hog to 200 pounds. You cannot 
fatten one on less than 15 bushels of 
corn, Corn is selling at around $2.50 a 
bushel, wheat at a little over $3 a 
bushel, regular hog feed at about $4.50 
a hundred, I wish someone would tell 
how a farmer can get along selling his 
hogs for 26 cents a pound. 

The farmer only knows from one day 
to another what he will get for his hogs. 
I believe it is about time he should 
know at least six months in advance. 
The factory worker knows for a year or 
more what his hourly rate will be, He 
also gets time and a half for overtime. 

I believe the speculators in grain have 
a lot to do with the high price of hogs. 
Maybe we can thank Ed Pauley for 
some of the high prices in grain and 
meat. «Maybe we had better do some- 
thing at home and help Europe later.

For a Better Air Choice 


The ‘public is entitled to much more informa- 
tion than it now has concerning what is going 
on in Washington with respect to the regulatiog 
of aviation, 

In addition to the record of heavy loss of life 
last year, run up while the Civil Aeronautics 
Board and the Civil Aeronautics - Authority 
largely went their separate ways, there are now 
the odd circumstances which seemingly surround 
the dismissal of CAB Chairman James M.

Why was Mre Landis not reappointed? If it 
was because the CAB under him was not the 
positive, alert, persistent agency which passen- 
gers of the airlines had every right to expect it 
te be, then the decision not to reappoint him 
makes sense. The country will now look for- 
ward to the selection of someone who will keep 
the CAB right on its toes and in closer mesh 
with the CAA, which is responsible for inspect- 
ing aircraft and runways and other policing 
duties. . 

But if Mr. lbandis was not reappointed in or- 
der to open up a place on the federal payroll 
for some defeated'Democratic politician or some 
party stalwart, the country will be no better off, 
Indeed, it probably would be much worse off. 

Or there might be another plan. It might 
be intended to name someone who woud prove 
less of a guardian of the public interests and 
more of a representative of the airlines. An 


appointee would not need to come.from an air-— 


line office to be apologist for and protector of 
airline views. Were he a weak man, these ine 
fluences could control without his*even realiz- 
ing it. 

With two vacancies on the CAB—the other, 
which President Truman seems to have forgot- 
ten, has existed since Clarence M. Young re- 
signed in October to take a $17,000-a-yeat job 
as Los Angeles airports manager—there is now 
an opportunity to put in two, strong, vigilant 
men, determined to bring safety to the airlines. 
Heaven knows they are needed! 

After this is done, an important job will still 
remain for Congress, The conflicting and at 
times overlapping activities of the CAB and 
CAA provide the two stools between which air- 
line saf@ty enforcement too often falls. 

It is poor administration for an agency which 
sets policies, establishes regulations and rates 
and is otherwise at the top in the management 
of air operations to be without sure support in 
enforcement. 
policing work under the CAA, it is almost im- 
possible to have a co-ordinated investigation 
into an airline crash. - 

The Post-Dispatch believes that every bit of 
this conflict should be eliminated. We think 
that Congress should ‘set up an independent Air 
Safety Board under which genuine air safety 
will be ordered and enforced. We do not ex- 
pect that this will end all accidents, but we are 
certain that it will greatly reduce them. And it 
will surely show up precise causes for accidents 
when they do occur. It will fix responsibility. 

President Truman can show his recognition of 
this crying need by appointing a CAB chair- 
man and member in whom the country can 
have full confidence. 


The Tall Blizzard 

A past president of the Veterans of the Bliz- 
zard of 1888, Augustus Post, of New York City, 
finds us in his corner when he says that the 
blizzard of 1947, which is officially recorded as 
the worst in New York's history, isn’t in it with 
the blizzard of 1888. : 

A blizzard, after all, is only snow driven by 
a high wind.

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Whose Negligence? oe 


It is because of “flagrant negligence on the 
part of certain train employes,” says P. J. Neff, 
chief executive officer of the Missouri, Pacific, 
that 14 persons were killed and 44 were injured 
in the New Year’s day wreck at Otterville, Mo. 
Mr. Neff means that the engine crew of the 
second section should have seen and obeyed the 


red signal which announced that the first sec-° 


tion was in the block ahead. | 

Personal negligence may have been present, 
but the railroad cannot shift its own responsi- 
bility. As this wreck—as many years of rail 
disasters have shown—automatic signals alone 
do not prevent wrecks. Engine crews some- 
times fail to see signals. Sometimes they dis- 
Obey signals. For that reason, there has been 
developed a device called automatic train con- 
trol. As used on a limited amount of American 
railroad mileage, automatic train control leaves 
no margin for human failure or disobedience. 
If a block is occupied, it applies the brakes on 
any other train that tries to enter it. 

The Missouri Pacific does not have this tested 


protection to passengers, so it cannot shift the 


burden to its employes. Not only that, but, in 
spite of the lack of automatic control, in spite 
of the heavy snowstorm, it was running the 
second section a short distance behind the first.

One might expect the avowed congressional 
champion of small business to have a burning 
desire to plug the anti-trust law loophole 
through which more and more power concen- 
trates in fewer and fewer corporations. Merg- 


ers are a prime source of small-business mortal- 


ity, 

Mr. Ploeser mfght well be disturbed by the 
way that business power became concentrated in 
so few hands in Italy, Germany and Japan that 
those countries became ridiculously easy con- 
quests for the dictators. 

About all this, however, Mr. Ploeser seems 
cheerfully unconcerned. He reserves his fire 
fora few publicly owned corporations and for 
consumer co-operatives, which are an attempt by 
little people to extract more reasonable terms 
from big business. The excellent Kefauver bill 
to plug the merger loophole languishes in a 
graveyard committee, but Mr. Ploeser, its logical 
champion, does not go to bat for it. 


Yn all this, Mr. Ploeser shows the historic — 
“bias of the Republican party’s powerful right’ 


wing. The right wing strives always to weaken 
government, labor and consumer movements— 
and to gain utmost license for magnates and 
manipulators to grow bigger and bigger. 
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An Act of Statesmanship 
The statesmanship of Senator Vandenberg has 
never been better proved than when he for- 
mally withdrew his name from the list of con- 
tenders for the Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent. Americans everywhere will agree with 
the Senator that he is needed where he is. Time 
magazine thus describes the great role the Mich- 
igan Senator has played in executing foreign 
policy: 
Vandenberg’s contribution was threefold. 
As a parliamentarian, he guided the Greek- 
Turkish and interim aid bills through Con- 
gress almost singlehandedly. As a policy- 
maker, he prodded and pushed the State 
Department into recognizing the hopeless- 
ness of dealing with the Russians. As a 
politician, and as the Republican spokes- 


man on foreign policy, he warded off snip- 
ing attacks from members of his own party 


and preserved the bipartisan foreign policy. 

Without him, indeed, there probably would 

not have been a bipartisan policy. And 

without such a policy, George Marshall 
could never have led his nation into its new 
world role. 

This tribute is mainly true, although it over- 
looks certain grave errors on the Senator’s part; 
such as his. blocking thé appointment of Mark 
Ethridge as administrator of aid to Greece. 
Senator Vandenberg's withdrawal from presi- 
dential politics should doubly assure him the 
offer of the post of Secretary of State, if the 
Republicans are victorious next November. 
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Chairman Eaton’s Wrong Approach 
House Foreign Affairs Chairman Eaton says 
that he does not think the Marshall plan can 
be handled by June 1—the approximate date 
on which Congress intends to adjourn for the 
presidential nominating conventions. 

This is a negative approach to a problem 
which should be handled positively. Mr. Eaton 
should be calculating not how long the Mar- 
shall plan will be delayed but how soon it can 
be passed and put in operation. There is little 
reason why the facts about the Marshall plan 
legislation cannot be fully debated and action 
taken by April 1 or soon thereafter. Anything 
else will mean that we have set aside our job 
abroad in favor of playing politics at home. 
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It Needs Overhauling 


The United States Immigration Service ought 


to have its head examined. Without rhyme or 


reason, it has insulted 18 girls who arrived in 
this country as fiancees of American soldiers. 
The deadline for the arrival of war brides was 
Dec. 31, but bad weather along the trans-Atlan- 
tic airlanes made the girls a day late. 

Obviously, a special order will be issued for 
the girls to enter the country, Just as obvi- 
ously, the Immigration Service should have rec- 
ognized this as an unusual case and given the 
girls special status under protective custody, as 
would have befitted the brides-to-be of Ameri- 
can soldiers. But instead, the girls were herded 
behind bars at Ellis Island, along with people 
with fake passports or criminal records, while 
the red tape was given a chance to unwind itself 
in Washington. The best the prospective bride- 
grooms could do was to sneak a few candy bars 
to the girls by the agency of kindly porters. 

This is not an {solated instance of boorishness 
and stupidity in the Immigration Service. There 
was the case in St. Louls recently when, with- 
out warning, the service arrested an Australian 
girl whose offense was that, while here with 
her husband on a student visa, she chose to ply 
her profession as a nurse rather than loaf. 

If war brides and the wives of medical stu- 
dents from abroad suffer such indignities, what 
must be the lot of plain immigrants without any 
way of enforcing their claim to decent treat- 
ment? Yet we are judged abroad by the way 
we treat immigrants and visitors to our shores. 
The Immigration Service is, and long has been, 
in drastic need of an overhauling.

Real vs. Book Costs 


The major telephone rate issues are the 
same from state to state. They come down 
to the time-honored relationships between 
a holding company and its subsidiaries. The 
holding company is in a position to make 
charges of many kinds on the subsidiary 
which enter into the surface record as 
“costs.” Since rate cases must be settled 
on the basis of real earnings and costs, 
shaking down the record is complicated 
business. ° 

In Tennessee it was the uncovering of 
large sums passed to the parent in the form 
of “costs” which led the state commission 
to decide that Southern Bell already was 
drawing an adequate income from telephone 
subscribers, Mr, Jourolmon should be un- 


usually well equipped to aid Kansas City on 
that phase of the case, Considering that 
Kansas City telephone users are faced with 
a possible increase of $700,000 a year, the 
city’s aggressive program is well justified. 

Both the Missouri and Kansas commis- 
sions are fully aware of the involved nature 
of the issues and their experts are at work.

¢ How Much to A. T. & T.? 


In the preliminary Missouri skirmish the 
company presented its figures on increased 
operating costs with special emphasis on 
its huge expansion program at a time of 
high building costs, increased wages and 
higher costs for materials, 


Using the Missourl commission's present 
rate-making formula the company was able 
to show that earnings from July through 
October indicate annual earnings of 3.69 
per cent, On that basis, the requested in- 
crease would bring it up only to 5.55 per 
cent, which is still short of the 6.5 per 
cent earnings usually permitted a utility. 


But this is only the surface picture. The 


case will get down to business when both, 


commissions start boring into the operat- 
ing charges with special reference to “costs” 
that go into the till of the parent, A.T.&T. 

We believe both commissions intend to 
give Southwestern Bell a fair hearing. 
There is no basis for an anti-utility fight 
on general principles. The purpose is to 
find the fair rates, fair to the company 
and fair to the telephone users, The type 
of holding company charges that must be 
considered in the determination of fair 
rates will be presented in later discussions. 

Most important, now, the public has every 
reason to believe the case will get a com- 
plete airing. 


A Wisconsin Word for, Margarine 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


A Milwaukee housewife, who finds it im- 
possible to provide near-dollar butter for 
a family of six on a meager budget, asks 
three questions about oleomargarine: 

Why is it impossible to buy in many 
Milwaukee stores? Why, when you can 
get it, is the price so much higher than in 
Illinois? And why don’t the manufad¢turers 
color the margarine themselves and save 
the housewife a mossy job? 

The reason many Milwaukee stores do 
not. sell oleo is that, to do so, they must 
have both a state and federal license. The 
state license costs $25; the federal, $6. A 
store has to be sure of selling considerable 
oleo before it buys these licenses, 


The reason the price is higher here than 
in Illinois is that Wisconsin has a tax of 
15 cents a pound. Furthermore, a whole- 
saler, in addition to paying the federal li- 
cense fee of $200, ‘must pay a Wisconsin 
license fee of $500. The high state fee, 
added to the high tax, means a consider- 
able boost in price, | 

The reason oleo comes to the consumer 


. 


white lies in the fact that there is a spe- 
cial federal tax on colored margarine. 
There are algo special fees for whdlesalers 
and retailers of the colored“product, The 
federal tax on white margarine is one- 
quarter cent a pound. The tax goes up to 
10 cents a pound if the margarine is yellow, 

The federal license for wholesalers is 
$200, if they sell only white oleo; if they 
sell the colored, the fee is $480. The fed- 
eral retail license similarly goes up from 
$6 to $48. 

The way to get manufacturers to color 
their margarine at the factory is to get the 
special federal tax and license fee repealed. 
The way to get cheaper oleo available in 
more places is to get both the state and the 
federal taxes and license fees largely re- 
duced or removed altogether.

Of all the English humanists, More was 
the one most distinguished for literary 
genius. But he was many-sided. He was a 
scholar in Latin and Greek (while practic- 
ing as a lawyer, he lectured on the philoso- 
phy and history of Augustine's “City of 
God"), He was patron and critic of art. 

As a conscientious member of Pardament 
while still “a beardleas boy,” he fought and 
defeated Henry VII's demand for a heavy 
subsidy. He was drawn reluctantly into the 
service of Menry VIII, about whom he had 
no illusions (“If my head would win him a 
castle in France it should not fail to go”). 

Henry raised him to the office of Lord 
Chaftcellor, but found him so little a yes- 
man (he was “the King’s good servant but 
God’s first”) that he rigged a trial of More 
for treason, saw him convicted, and had 
him beheaded, on July 7, 1535. 

Dr. Maynard’s biography of the great 
martyr More, who was beatified in 1886 and 
canonized in 1935, is a quiet piece of unaf- 
fected and devotional scholarship which 
brings into focus without sectarian bias the 
facts and phenomena of a life that could not 
be ended by a mere act of judicial murder, 

He has scoured the field of More schol- 
arship to produce a life study that ought 
to stand as an illuminating view of a time 
of machinations that mocked the honest 
man and—if they didn’t ‘murder him— 
ruined him. ALVIN R. ROLFS.

One never quite forgets how raptly one 
listened long, long ago to the thrillers and 
mystery stories told around a campfire 
or in a huddle of neighborhood youngstera 
of a summer's night in that hour before 
the call to home and bed.

HEN Dr, Ed G, Claiborn tan't 
busy, which is seldom, he sits 

at his desk and chain-smokes 
big black cigars and chats with 
the old cronies who drop in to 
pass the time of day. Like as not 
the talk turns to how long he has 
been a country doctor and when 
he is going to retire, There has 
been quite a bit of talk about that 
since April 1, 1946, when the folks 
got together and gave a golden 
anniversary in his honor. 

The idea got around somehow 
on that occasion that Doc Ed, with 
60 years of practice behind him, 
was going to retire, but he fooled 
them. It has ever been that the 
doctor who started practicing on 
All Fools’ day has found sat 
tion in playing jokes on his friends 
when his anniversaries come 
around, feeling a sort of obliga- 
tion to play up to what is expected 
on that day. The fiftieth anniver- 
sary was something special, eo he 
fooled them in a big way by start- 
ing on hia second 50. 

That ig the way the doctor puts 
it, at any rate, and there seems 
to be something to it, for it is ~ 
ing on two years now since thé 
celebration and, as far as any- 
body can nee, he hasn't even 
slowed down, One who comes into 
Camdenton looking for him is told 
by most anybody that his office 
in over there on the other side of 
the square and if he is not there 
he will be back, in @ little while, 
for he is in arid out all day and 
half of the night. Sure enough, 
be comes in after a while and, 
having no patient at the moment, 
sits down at his desk and lights 
one of his big cigars.

‘It isn’t easy, the Doc says, for a 
man who has been practicing 50 
years to up and quit, especially if 
he is a country doctor and his 
practice has been all over his 
home county and otcasionally in 
adjoining counties. The peqple 
have come to depend upon him 
and it wouldn't be fair to let them 
down. 


Claiborn graduated from Mis- 
souri Medica) College at Jefferson 
avenue and Locust street in St. 
Louis when he was 22 years old, 
The thing he remembers best is 
that when he was in college there 
were bob-tailed street cars drawn 
by mules on the Jefferson line. 


He was a native of Pulaski county 
and he had a feeling that the place 
for him was down in the hills, 
There was an opening at Decatur- 
ville, in Camden county, and he 
jumped into it with all the wisdom 
of his 22 years and the authority 
of the diploma the college had 
given him, As a youngster he 
must have been pretty good, for he 
stayed there 35 years and might 
have stayed on if the town of Linn 
Creek had not been wiped out by 
the Lake of the Ozarks. The 
Linn Creek doctors, unwilling to 
wait for the setting up of a new 
Linn Creek on higher ground, lit 
out for new locations, leaving the 
territory wide open for somd other 
doctor to come in and grow up. 
with the new town. Doc Claiborn 
was not in the growing class, but 
he was not too old to see a chance 
and grab it. Besides, a good deal 
of his practice was in the area of 


the new town of Camdenton, so 
he came here 16 years ago and 
has been here ever since, the only 
M.D. in the town.

What about the babies? Oh, he 
has had his share of them. How 
many? Never kept count. They 
averaged, maybe, four a month. 
That uld add up to about 50 
a year, Multiply that by 51 years 
and it comes out 2560. More likely 
it was about 3000. Call it that. He 


sees at lot of them every day. He : 


wouldn't want to brag, but moat 
of them turned out pretty good, 
He would call them average. 


The Doc has always been an 
old Southern Democrat in a sec- 
tion where the Republicans have 
things pretty much their own way, 
but they have never held it against 
him and some of them have gone 
so far as to say teet when it 
came to a bellyache that had to 
be relieved they couldn't see any 
difference, Perhaps a Democratic 
doctor could never hope to be 
quite as good as a Republican, but 
for all practical purposes Doc Clai- 
born did pretty well. 


Dr. Claiborn, smoking his big 
— and musing, allows that it 
might have been better for him 
if he had had sense enough to be 
a city doctor, but as far as he 
can see he is about as well off as 
the big city boys. He owns his 
home and a stock farm and his 
office building in town and Is 
happy to have served his own kind 
of people here in the hills. He 
will be glad to go.on serving them 
as long as they want him, which 
is likely to be quite some time, 
for it is the feeling around Cam- 
denton that if somebody was to 
stand up and say “that old devil 
don’t know anything,” there would 
be"plenty of Doc Ed’s patients and 
friends to slap him over and be

T. LOUIS'S leading citizen in 
1884 was an erect man in his 


9 middle sixties, with sharp, dark 
eyes, reddish hair and a face that 
was deeply lined, Everywhere he 
went the bright light of public 
intérest shown on him for he was 
one of the military heroes of the 
Civil War. His. name was Wil- 
liam Tecumseh Sherman and the 
very mention of it brought up 
pictures of: his daring “march to 
the sea” which probably more 
thay any other one exploit brought 
abéut’ the. defeat of the con- 
fedefacy. 

Sherman liked St. Louis’ and 
kept coming back to it in his 
post-war life. “His first assign- 
ment after Lee’s surrender was 
to command the Division of the 
Mississippi With headquarters 
here, He was of material help 
in the construction of the trans- 
continental railway and by con- 
trolling and reducing the opposi- 
tion of the Indians achieved, in 


his own belief, more of lasting |, | 


value than as a soldier in the 
Civil War. 

Promotion to succeed Grant re- 

quired Sherman to leave St. Louls 
for Washington but in 1874, by 
which time he was General of 
the Army, he moved his head- 
quarters to St. Louis to get away 
from the political maneuvers of 
Washington, This time he stayed 
for two years before he found it 
necessary to, re-establish himself 
at the national capital, 
-. With retirement: from active 
service, Nov. 1, 18838, he and his 
family headed back to St, Louis 
as fast as they could and estab- 
lished themselves in the large 
house at 912 North Garrison ave- 
nue. Here Sherman, his wife, the 
former Ellen Ewing, 
children were happy together and 
in the community. 

All the while the idea that the 
General run for President kept 
coming up. Beginning about the 
time he settled in retirement in 
St. Louis, it became a persistent 
theme and the soldier who took 
Atlanta for the Union found it 
necessary to discourage one friend 
after another’by word of mouth.or 
by letter. ene

ITH the opening of the presl- 

dential campaign year of 1884, 

a draft-Sherman movement 
took form,: Chester Alan Arthur, 
who had moved up to the place of 
the assassinated Garfield, was (n- 
ishing out an unimpressive term, 
and there was no prospect of his 
nomination to succeed himself. 

All Sherman’s disclaimers did 
not convince his friends that he 
might not still be persuaded so 
they telegraphed him at his Gar- 
rison avenue home from the Re 
publican convention in Chicago, 
The message came from. J. B. Hen- 
derson, a St. Louis neighbor, who 
was one of the delegates, The 
gist of it was that the growing 
sentiment for Sherman could not 
be checked, 

To this the General replied: 
“Please decline any nomination 
for me in language strong but 
courteous.” The Sherman backers 
went right on working and hoping. 
Two days later Henderson sent 
offanother telegram to St. Louis. 
It brought the historic ultimatum. 
Sherman's son, Tom, is the author- 
ity for the description of how the 
message was received and an- 
awered, He wrote of it: 

“Tl was at his side-in his libréry 
on Garrison avenue when he re- 
ceived the telegram (which said) 
‘Your name is the only one we 
can agree upon, you will have to 
put aside your prejudices and ac- 
cept the presidency.’ 

“Without taking his cigar from 
his mouth, without changing his 
expression, while I. stood there 
trembling by his side, my father 
wrote the answer, ‘I will not ac- 
cept if nominated and will not 
serve if elected.’ 

“He tossed it over to me to be 
handed to the messenger and then 
went on with the conversation he 
had been engaged in, In that mo- 
ment I thought my father a great 
man.” 4 

This settled it. ‘The General's 
supporters reluctantly gave up and 
the delegates got together on

Almost a Forerunner to Truman °* 


HILE Missouri did not see one of its residents established 
in the White House until Harry 8. Truman succeeded 
: Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1945, this state in 1884 narrowly 
missed a presidential nomination, which might well have re- 


This was when Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman, then 
living in St. Louis, refused to consider the Republican nomina- 
tion and in the end made it final by saying: “I will not accept 
if nominated and will not serve if elected.” The nomination 
went to James G. Blaine of Maine, who was narrowly defeated 
by the Democratic Governor of New York, Grover Cleveland. 

The facts about efforts to induce Sherman to be a candi- 
date, which are told in the accompanying story, take on addi- 
tional interest now in view of the many references to Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Gen. Douglas MacArthur as presi-

had been Garfield's Secretary of 
State. Opposed as a corporation 
choice, the Republican nominee 
saw his campaign identified with 
and hurt by the charge of the 
Rev, 8. D. Burchard that Blaine 
was fighting “the party whose 
antecedents are rum, Romanism 


and rebellion.” Cleveland carried 


New York by the hairline margin 
of 1200 votes. With New York’s 
electoral prize he won the election. 

While it is speculation of course, 
there igs much to support the view 


that Sherman would have run a 


stronger race than Blaine and 
probably ‘would have been elected.

HERMAN'S mind was made up 

by a number of considerations. 

He regarded the office of Presi- 
dent as too great a burden, cer- 
tainly for himself. Before he re- 
tired from the Army, he was 
urged to allow himself to be nomi- 
nated, “No,” he told an old staff 
associate, “I wouldn't take it if 
elected. It killed Harrison, Tay- 
lor, Lincoln, Garfield, and it will 
kill Arthur.” , 

When the presidency, was pre- 
dicted for him on tha. field at 
Bentonville, he silenced generals 
around him by saying: “The 
American people are so exacting 
in their demands that no man can 
afford to give them service except 
when duty requires.” 

Second, the testy General con- 
sidered politics beneath the notice 
of the ideal soldier. Although of 
the Republican persuasion he did 
not hesitate in the least to con- 


demn the G.A.R. for getting deep 


into Republican political matters 
and candidacies. When veterans 
groups, in their zealousness for 
the Republican party, threatened 
discourtesy to national officials 
who had been Democrats or peace 
advocates, Sherman publicly re- 
buked these G.A.R. posts and lead- 
ers as “bigots.” 

Third, Sherman disliked public 
life, particularly as it was lived in 
Washington. e said that the na- 
tional capital had “ruined, Grant's 
children” and he wanted to spare 
his own that fate. After the 1884 
offer, he told Philemon Ewing, a 
kinsman of Mrs. Sherman: 

“I wouldn't think of it for the 
fortieth part of a second, I lead 
a peaceful life here (in St. Louis) 
and if I ran for President I'd 
wake up some morning and find 
all over the newspapers that I'd 
poisoned my grandmother. Now 
you know I never saw my moth- 
er’s mother, but the newspapers 
tat say I killed her and prove 

Fourth, he cherished his inde- 
pendence too much to be willing 
to put himself even partially in 
the hands of others. A short while 
before the 1884 convention, he 
wrote Blaine: 7 

“I would account myself a fool, 
&@® madman, an ass, to embark 
anew, at 65 years of age, in a 
career that may at any moment,

This infection often spreads 
around the nail to the other side, 
hence the name “runaround.” I

called felon results. 

Abscesses in these areas should 
be drained by incision as quickly 
as they localize. Otherwise deeper 
extension and more serious com- 
plications may arise. Often the 
nail must be removed. With the 
advent of the sulfa drugs and 
penicillin, these infections are 
more easily controlled and complli- 
cations are minimized, 


These are especially important 
infections to a working man, 
where the complete and agile use 
of the fingerg is necessary to earn 
a livelihood.
